“In  whom  we  were  made 
a heritage,  having  heen  foreordained  ac- 
cording to  the  purpose  of  Him  who  work- 
eth  all  things  after  the  counsel  of  .his  own 
will.”  Eph,  1:11.  If  such  passages  as  these 
do  not  teach  just  what  the  article  under 
discussion  declares,  let  some  one  tell  us  what 
they  do  teach. 

Brother  Wesson  jumps  with  both ' feet 
on  expressions,  “effectual  calling”  and 
‘‘some  common  operations  of  the  Spirit.” 
He  seems  to  think  that  God  would  gi*eatly 
injure  the  “|>oor  wretehes.”  as  he  terms 
the  nun-clect.  by  allowing  them  to  hear  the 
gospel  (which  is  the  outward  call)  and  giv- 
ing them  “some  common  ” impressions  of 
his  Spirit.

While  the  outward 
call  and  universal  impression  of  the  Spirit 
alone  will  never  save  any  one — elect  or  non- 
elect — it.  maj  often  have  a restraining  in- 
fluence. even  upon  the  non-elect,  which  will 
result  in  good  to  them.  He  wants  some 
Scripture.  For  the  ineffectual  call, 'see  par- 
able of  marriage  supper.  (Mat.  22:1-14), 
which  concludes  with  the  assertion,  “Many 
are  called  but  few  are  chosen.”'  For  the 
“common  operation”  see  John  1:9.  “There 
was  the  true  light,  even  the  light  which 
lighted  every  man.  coming  into  the  world.” 

This  article  is  .not  written  with  the  remot. 
est  hope  of  convincing  Brother  Wesson.  One 
who  has  overridden  such  an  array  of  Scrip- 
ture and  sound  logic  as  has  appeared  within 
the  last  few  months  in  the  Baptist  Record 
from  broffiren  Lee.  Sproles  and  others,  can. 
still  hold  to  such  views  as  he  gave  out  in 
his  article,  is  not  liable  ever  to  change.

A Noble  Man  Gone— A Prince  in  Israel  Has 
Fallen. 

Rev.  A.  B.  Hicks  was  born  in  Choctaw 
county,  Misa.,  June  4,  1846.  He  professed 


faith  ir,  Christ  at  old  Cross  Roads  school 
house  in  August,  1863.  and  was  baptized  in- 
to the  fellowship  of  Bethany  church  first 
Sunday  in  September,  1863. 

lie  was  ordained  to  the  full  work  of  the 
ministry  on  the  2nd  Sabbath  in  June,  1871 
the  presbytery  being  Revs.  J.  T.  Fox,  T.  II 
Wilson  and  M.  C.  Allen.  He  was  then  a 
member  of  Fellowship  church,  Zion  Asso- 
ciation and  remained  in  that  association 
until  his  death. 

He  was  married  to  Miss  Mattie  Carrol' 
Feb.  14.  1877.  a daughter  of  Mr.  John  Car- 
roll  of  Mathiston.  Miss.,  a lady  of  aecnin 
plishments  and  all  the  qualities  to  be  a 
help  meet  for  that  worthy  man  of  God, 
eleven  children  have  graced  this  union, 
eight  boys  and  three  girls ; four  of  the  boys 
proceeded  their  father  in  going  to  heaven. 
So  he  leaves  seven  children  and  his  devoted 
companion  to  mourn  his  absence. 

He  has  been  regularly  in  the  pastorate 
since  1871,  preaching  to  as  good  churches 
as  we  have  in  this  part  of  the  State.  He 
was  called  to  the  care  of  his  home  church 
in  1871,  and  served  it  until  his  death,  a 
period  of  36  years.  The  church  member- 
ship was  about  75  when  this  brother  was 
callt  l and  at  his  death  numbered  296. 

This  work  in  his  home  church  is  a great 
work  if  that  was  all;  but  he  preached  all 
over  this  country,  baptized  some  1,000  or 
1,500  people. 

I looked  on  him  as  my  father  in  the  min- 
istry. Was  converted  under  his  preaching,, 
and  while  I was  studying  for  the  ministry, \ 
he  was  my  advisor,  helper  and  best  friend. 
So  from  the  very  start  there  was  a brother- 
ly friendship  that  never  was  broken. 

He  helped  me  in  a meeting  at  Wake  For- 
est, one  of  his  former  pastorates,  the  last 
preaching  he  ever  did.  This  w-as  the  last 
week  in  August,  1907. 

There  were  several  things  happened  in 
this  meeting  I will  never  forqet.  It  had 
been  18  years  since  he  was  there,  and  those 
of  the  old  membership  who  were  living, 
came  out  to  see  him  and  hear  him  preach. 

At  the  close  of  his  first  sermon  they  had 
a hand-shaking,  it  was  a solemn  scone. 
Since  that  time  several  of  them  have  gone 
to  their  reward.  So  it  was  not  long  until 
they  met  in  heaven  with  their  old  pastor 
to  part  no  more. 

His  last  sermon  was  from  the  text.  “What 
shall  a man  he  profited  if  he  gain  the  whole 
world  and  lose  his  own  soul,  or  what  shall 
a man  give  in  exchange  for  his  soul.”  Matt. 
16:26.  While  he  was  very  feeble  then, 
this  was  one  of  the  best  efforts  of  his  life 
and  did  great  giod,  hut  he  oevr-did  him- 
self and  waa  unwell  the  next  morning  and 
only  tried  to  preach  once  more  and  gave 
out. 

Brother  Hicks  was  a man  with  great  force 
and  power — very  eloquent,  his  education 
was  very  good— had  a beautiful  flow  of 
language  at  his  command,  had  a mind  of 
great  comprehensiveness. 

He  was  a means  in  the  hands  of  the  Lord 
in  bringing  scores  to  Christ.  He  edified 
the  Christians  by  bringing  the  sweet  prom- 
ise*  of  God  before  them,  and  picturing  in 
glowing  colors  the  beauties  of  the  heaven- 
ly home.  He  preached  more  funerals  than 
any  other  preacher  in  the  Zion  Association. 
vHe  was  everybody’s  friend  and  everv- 
was  his  friend,  in  fact,  he  had  more 
friends  among  his  brethren  and  also  among 
other  denominations  than  any  man  I ever 
knew.  He  was  a leading  preacher  in  his 
association  and  hia  brethren  delighted  to 
honor  him.  He  was  moderator  of  his  as- 
sociation several  times. 

Some  two.years  ago  he  wrote  me  sayings

College  Tiding*. 

YeifNife  are  having  the  best  attendance  in 
the  history  of  Mississippi  College.  435  stu- 
dents have  been  enrolled.  The  Financial 
Panie^eame  on  about  30  days  after  we  op- 
ened. and  of  course,  has  kept  quite  a num- 
bero  ftorn  entering.  We  will  reach  Christ- 
mas with  about  30  more  on/  the  roll  than  we 
had  at  Christmas  last  year.  I am  aure  that 
we  fester  had  a better  behaved,  and  more 
studious  student  body.  We  want  65  more 
stmlentB  to  enter  between  this  and  the  close 
of  the  session.  We  shall  expect  a number 
of  new  students  the  first  of  January. 

Our  new  buildings  are  magnificent.  The 
matter  of  paying  for  them,  however,  has 
weighed  down  Upon  the  President  of  the 
Collage  mightily.  Over  2,000  subscriptions 
were  due  the  1st  of  November;  the  paiaic 
came,  and  about  two-thirds  of  our  friends 
failed  fo  send  in  their  payment.  The  Pres- 
ident has  had  to  lose  sleep  studying  how 
to  make  financial  ends  meet.  He  has  had 
tp  use  all  the  Building  Fund,  and  all  the 
General  Fund,  and  in  addition  to  that,  has 
had  to  borrow  at  the  banks,  in  order  to 
1 meet  bills  that  were  due.  If  friends  had 
known  this,  some  of  them  would  have  atrain- 
ed  & point  and  paid  their  notes  when  they 
wer£  due.  Cannot  some  of  them  come  to 
our  help  nowt  On  Jan.  lat,  the  report  must 
he  made  to  the  General  Educational  Board. 
What  we  receive  from  them  in  January 
will  depend  on  what  we  have  collected 
since  last  January.  My  brother,  if  you  de- 
lay your  payment  beyond  the  first  of  Jan- 
uary,-you  force  us  to  wait  a whole  year  for 
moi£y  from  New  York,  which  we  very 
much  need  now.

The  Young  Preacher*. 

Last  session  there  were  65  young  preach- 
ers in  Mississippi  College.  This  was  a verj 
much  larger  number  than  was  ever  before 
enrolled  in  one  session.  About  two-thirds 
of  them  received  help  from  the  Board  of 
Ministerial  Education.  The  help  given  by 
the  Board  ranged  from  $35  to  $75  per  stu- 
di.nL  While  the  number  of  students  great- 
ly increased,  the  contributions  received  by 
the  Board  did  not  increase;  consequently 
. the  Board  came  out  at  the  end  of  the  ses- 
sion about  $800  in  debt,  on  running  ex- 
penses. Since  the  Convention  the  Board  has 
not  been  able  to  reduce  this  debt,  expenses 
having  been  equal  to  the  contributions. 

We  have  enteredHhis  session  with  over 
50  Ministerial  Students.  We  might  have 
had  other  if  I could  have  encouraged  them 
to  expect  the  help  they  needed.  ^ 

There  ia  great  need  of  larger  increased 
contributions  to  Ministerial  Education.  The 
vast  majority  of  our  churches  give  nothing 
to  this  cause.  Many  churches  that  gi^®  *l“‘ 
erally  to  Missions,  give  nothing  to  Minis- 
terial Education.  The  Board  is  iarrj  ing  a 
heavy  debt  and  paying  interest  on  it. 

I state  the  ease,  and  appeal  to  the  pastors 
to  see  that  the  situation  is  corrected.

his  limitations  place  him,  at  the  expense  of 
God’s  sovereignty.  It  is  said  that  God  can 
not  do  such  and  such  things  because  he 
would  infringe  on  man’s. rights..  If  this  is 
true,  then  man  is  standing  in  God’s  way 
and  blocking  his  path.  It  is  admitted.  I 
suppose,  that  God  has  decrees.  Decrees 
are  necessary  to  his  purpose.  His  decrees 
are  of  two  kinds,  (1)  positive,  where  he 
brings  direct  influence  to  move  men  in  a 
certain  direction.  “What  was  I that  I could 
withstand  Godf”  was  Peter’s  apology  for 
preaching  to  Cornelius,  when  called  to  ac- 
count by  the  Jewish  Christians.  Under  this 
positive  decree  all  the  chosen  ones  are 
brought  into  God’s  family  and  saved,  and 
it  is  irresistible.  (2)  Permissive  or  indirect 
influence,  when  man  is  allowed  to  act  ac- 
cording to  his  natural  inclination,  without 
interference  on  God’s  part.  In  the  nature 
of  things  this  is  as  much  a decree  as  the 
other,  because  nothing  can  happen  without 
God’s  permission — not  even  the  Ratling  of  a 
sparrow.  Under  this  permissive  decree,  sin 
carte  into  the  world, .with  all  its  evil  con- 
sequences. All  things,  good  and  evil,  come 
under  these  decrees.  It  would  be  an  easy 
matter,  with  an  open  Bible  to  show  .that 
God  does  press  some  men  into  certain  cours- 
es. while  others  are  left  to  their  own  incli- 
nations. without  interference.  Take  Abra- 
ham, and  Moses,  and  Gideon,  and  Elijah, 
and  Paul.  They  were  moved  by  God  as  the 
world  was  not  moved.  If  all  men  had  been 
treated  as  those  were,  the  course  of  the 
world  had  been  different.  Have  we  any- 
thing to  say  against  this  way  of  proceeding 
on  God’s  partf  Could  we  offer  some  sug- 
gestions of  improvement  on  his  wayt  Would 
it  not  be  belter  to  distrust  our  own  reason, 
and  consent  for  the  allwise  One  to  direct 
the  affairs  of  the  world!  Before  the  Bap- 
tist Congress  in  London,  our  own  Dr.  Mul- 
lins laid  down  some  axioms  fot-  general  ac- 
ceptance among  Baptists,  and  the  “Theo- 
logical axiom’’  was  this:  “The  holy  and 
loving  God  has  a right  to  be  Sovereign." 
So  say  I,  nnd  so  we  all  ought  to  say.

acted  freely.  God  turned  the  act  into  a 
blessing  to  the  country,  and  glorified  him- 
self through  it.  By  doing  so,  did  he  infringe 
on  their  freedom,  or  destroy  the  moral  ob- 
loquy of  their  actT  By  no  means.  It  was 
so  too.  in  the  case  of  Judas  betraying  Christ, 
that  the  “determinate  counsel"  of  God  with 
regard  to  Christ  was  brought  to  pass;  and 
yet  for  that  reason,  the  character  of  the 
act  was  not  changed  for  Judas  went  “to 
his  own  place-’  when  he  passed  hence.  If 
God  must  not  interfere  with  the  effects  of 
sinful  acts,  then  he  must  wait  to  see  what 
influence  man's  acts  will  have  in  the  domain 
of  morals,  before  he  can  form  his  plan  for 
the  government  of  the  world.  Did  not 
God  take  sin  into  account  in  forming  his 
plan,  and  will  not  sin  be  made  to  glorify 
him!  Or  will  it  be  an  eternal  dishonor 
to  him  that  sin  w,as  allowed  to  come  into 
the  wofld  and  mar  his  workf  The  “Confes- 
sion” $ays  sin  shall  glorify  him  ; and  I be- 
Hev<  the  “Confession”  and  the  Bible  are 
at  one  on  this  point.  Of  course,  it  means 
the  sentence  he  shall  pass  upon  sin  and  its 
punishment,  and  not  his  condoning  it.  Did 
not  thh  wickedness  of  Pharaoh  result  in  the 
glory  of  Godf  Did  not  God  “get  honor" 
dThim.  when  the  nations  trembled  at  the  ad- 
vance of  Israel,  through  a knowledge  of 
what.  God  did  to  him  at  the  Red  Seat  Is 
there  £ny  event  in  this  world  which  will  not 
finally  add  something  to  God’s  glory  un- 
der his  directing  poyer  nnd  wisdom  T In 
so  far  as  it  will  not  be  so,  thus  far  will  he 
seem  lo  have  failed  of  his  purpose.  God 
docs  beckon  with  sin  in  his  dealing  with 
the  world.  It—is  one  of  the  factors  that  must 
be  considered  in  the  great  moral  problem. 
The  Psalmist  says:  “Surely  the  wrath  of 
man  Shall  praise  thee:  the  remainder  of 
wrath  thou  shalt  restrain.”  The  restrained 
and  the  unrestrained  wickedness  of  the 
world  through  his  shaping,  shall  ift  some 
way,  work  out  to  his  glory.  God  does  not 
produre  the  wrath,  but  he  makes  it  sub- 
serve his  purpose.  The  “Confession”  and 
the  Scriptures  are  agreed  in  this.  Shall  we 
find  fault  with  the  “Confession”  and  the 
Scriptures  for  teaching  this f IIow  else  is 
sin  to  be  dealt  withf  The  demands  of  lib- 
erty are  satisfied  when  man  acts  through 
choice!  After  the  act  has  been,  committed 
it  has  passed  beyond  his  control.  If  God 
Controls  the  act,  or  rather  its  influence, 
after  it  has  passed  beyond  man,  he  does 
not  thereby  curtail  man’s  freedom.  This  is 
God’s  universe,  and  nothing  can  happen  in 
it  without  his  permission;  or  if  things  do 
happen  in  it  without  his  permission,  then  he 
is  not  Sovereign.  God’s  plan  in  the  world 
must  embrace  all  events,  and  all  the  acts  of 
man  -good  and  bad — else  it  would  be  neith- 
er perfect  nor  feasible.  Though  God  does  not 
cause  sinful  acts,  he  must  curb  their  influ- 
ence, that  they  may  not  derange  his  plan, 
and  thwart  his  purpose.  This  must  neces- 
sarily be  so.  How  could  God  run  this  world 
if  forces  are  let  loose  in  it  which  he  could 
not  control!  Otherwise  chaos  would  result. 
While  man  acts  freely,  the  sphere  of  his 
action  has  its  limitations.  The  sweep  of

It  seems 
to  be  a eoo&e  \u\  truthful  setting  forth 
of  things  as  tjpy  are  revealed  in  human  his- 
tory, so  apt,  A to  inspire'  one  with  the  wis- 
dom which  pftdueea  it. 

Two-  thingJnre  clearly  set  forth  in  this 
declaration  1 )-  The  sovereignty  of  God 
and  (2)  Theft'nc  moral  agency  of  man. 
Whether  theA  two  things  are  reconcilable, 
the  deelaratiA  does  not  assume  to  say,  but 
satisfies  itm-lKlwith  a simple  statement  of 
the  fact.  Emry  man  f^*b*  that  he  is  free 
and  responsi  jl*  whenjie  acts,  and  that  God 
is  over  all.  oDiia  is  what  the  confession 
teaches,  and  & read  any  more  into  it  is  to 
pervert  its  tJrhing,  and  do  injustice  to  its 
framers.  ThA  is  a law  in  polemics:  to  al- 
low each  oncSo'  interpret  his  own  position, 
and  to  a*cr&  to  him  nothing  which  he 
disclaims,  anffl  which  could  not  be  drawn 
from  hia  teattpg*  by  a reasonable  infer- 
ence. This  finr  will  apply  also  to  docu- 
ments. Siipime  we  should  disregard  it  in 
our'  interpretation  of  the  Bible!  SupjMije, 
after  wa  havifronsidered  such  Scriptures  as 
these : 'f he -Lord  hath  made  all  things  for 
himself;  yea  gren  the  wicked  for  the  day  of 
evil,”  and  |therefore  hat*  he  mercy  on 
whom  he  w|l  have  mercy,  and  whom  he 
will  he  hard^reth, ” we  should  ignore  such 
as  these  r “Jji  I live  saith  the  Lord,  I have 
no  pleasure  fij  the  death  of  the  wicked, , 
“O,  Israel.  tmi  hast  destroys!  thyself  ; but 
in  me  ia  thill  help,”  and  shut  them  out 
of  the  courtjbf  our  judgment,  how  could 
we  hopp  to  ifiain  * correct  idea  of  God's 
character!  apere  >8  no  contradiction  in 
G<yT»  charS'-Ur  or  his  word.  The  severe 
arraignment  3f  man,  in  God  s word,  is 
*»lf  invited  inwnan’s  character.  The  “Con- 
fession” declfte*  only  this— nothing  less, 
nothing  more-Mand  we  should  not  read  any- 
thing into  it  #iich  the  framers  did  nit  put 
into  it.  To  i# it  ia  a clear  Biblical  presen- 
tation of  Godlj  sovereignty,  and  man 's  free 
agency,  and  tRre  ia  nothing  in  it  at  which

This  is  a subject  upon  which  much  is  be- 
ing said — some  sense  and  the  remainder  not. 
Some  of  the  brethren  are  writing,  being 
guided  altogether  by  what  has  been  written 
and  not  at  all  what  the  Scriptures  say.  Oth- 
ers in  their  replies  are  very  unkind  in  their 
criticisms.  I shall  not  criticise  any  one  but 
confine  my  investigation  to  the  Holy  Scrip- 
tures upon  this  question.  , When  I say  I 
shall  confine  myself  to  the  Bible  I do  not 
mean  quoting  the  Won!  simply— a parrot 
can  do  that— but  I shall  endeavor  to  pro- 
duce and  deal  with  all  the  passages  where 
God’s  idea  underlying  the  passage  ia  that 
of  election.  That  is  election  as  it  is  usually 
understood,  referring  to  God’s  arbitrary 
choice  of  some  to  eternal  life  and  the  re- 
mainder to  personal  and  eternal  death. 

The  Old  Testament. 

We  cannot  use  the  Old  Testament  upon 
the  subject,.  This  consists  of  types,  shad- 
ows. figures  and  prophecies,  and  not  in  a 
revelation— the  revelation  is  to  he  found  in 
the  New  Testament.  Hence  we  are  not  war 
ranted  or  even  permitted  to  use  this  part 
of  the  Bible  to  establish  a doctrinal  postu- 
late. We  may  use  it  as  illustrative  matter  to 
the  revelations  of  the  New  Testament,  but 
under  no  other  circumstances  touching  this 
question,  lienee,  I pass  it. 

The  New  Teatament. 

1 The  Synoptic  Gospels — (Matthew. 
Mark  and  Luke).  In  these  we  fail  to  find 
the  term  election—  (eklog&n).

The  terms 


tion — (eklogan)  ia  not  used  once  in 
this  section  of  the  Bible.  The  won!  “elect” 
— (eklektois)  ia  found  in  (1  Peter  1:1. 

2 Peter  1:10).  Correctly  translated  would' 
be — “elect  who  are  sojourners” — (Rev.)— 
and  not  “according  to  the  forcknowodge  of 
God.” — (A.  V.)  What  was  God’s  idea  with 
the  apostles’  expression!  He  was  re-gard- 
ing  all  whom  he  addressed  as  subjects  of 
His  saving  grace.  The  expression  eorn*s- 
ponds  to  the  Old  Testament  use  of  Jeho- 
vah’s peculiar  people — (I*.  65:9,16.22;  Matt. 
20 :16;  22 :14 ; 24 :22, 24.31 ; Mk.  13 : 20,27) ; 
also  (Luke  18:7).  Certainly  a critical 
study  of  these  passages  will  disclose  the  fact 
that  personal  and  individual  election  to  life 
or  death  is  foreign  to  the  Lord’s  idea.  Acts 
of  the  Apostles.  In  this  book  we  fail  to  find 
the  term  election.

It  is 
possible  to  quote  Scripture  and  make  alU 
kinds  of  cruel  butcheries  and  applications 
of  texts  that  are  wholly  unwarranted,  but  if 
the  question  as  understood  today  is  refund! 
to  by  any  one  outside  of  Paul  s writings, 
let  such  a passage  be  produced.

The  conclusion  of  all  thia  investigation 
ia-  Election  as  we  understand  it 
referring  tp  God’s  arbitrary  choice  of  some 
to  personal  individual  and  eternal 
and  the  remainder  fo  personal, 
and  eternal  damnation,  is  not  taught  in 
word  There  is  not  a single  passage  in  the 
entire  word,  if  we  get  GckI  . idea  underly- 
ing the  passage  that  can  be  made  to  teach 
«o  repulsive  and  dishonoring  a doctrine. 

Thera  was  a question,  however,  much  ag- 


itated at  that  time— i.  e.  That  the  Jew*  at 
a nation  were  God ’a  peculiar  people — chosen 
elected  and  because  of  that  choice  or  elec- 
tion God  could  not  consistently  reject  them 
“With  the  Jews  all  the  Jews  were  elected, 
and  all  others  reprobate*  The  design  of 
the  epistle  to  the  Romans  w«a  to  unfold  the 
doctrine  of  justification  by  faith  as  against 
that  of  works  as  was  held  by  the  Jews. 
Hence  the  election  of  Jndaistn  to  (liristian- 
ity.  “Thus  it  was:  either  to  affirm  God’s 
faithfulness  to  His  own  election  and  deny 
the  Gospel,  or  affirm  the  gospel  but  giro 
the  lie  to  the  divine  election  and  faithful- 
ness.”— (Godet).  Paul  must  face  the  ques- 
tion and  this  he  did  in  these  chapter* — (9th, 
10th,  11th)  of  Romans.  The«e  chapter*  must 
lie  studied  as  a whole  or  the  reader  will  be 
drawn  to  a onesided  conclusion  touching 
God’s  teaching*.  The  discuaaion  in  these 
chapters  fits  ja-rfeetly  into  this  qumllion.  It 
is  aimed  at  the  Jews'  national  ami  religious 
'conceit.  “It  wa*  designed  to  allow  them 
that,  notwithstanding  th>ir  claim  to  he 
God's  elect  people,  the  great  maaa  of  their 
nation  had  been  justly  rejected  of  God ; 
and  further  that  God’s  elective  purpose  or 
choice  included  the  Gentiles.  The  Goapel 
rejeoti-d  those  who  believed  not.  This  the 
Jews  claimed  could  not  be  done,  if  God  be 
true  to  them.  Thia  entire  deliverance  by 
Paul  is  to  thia  question — to  one  people,  not 
two — the  potter  had  one  piece  of  clay,  not 
two  to  the  Jew*  aa  a nation.  That  there 
is  n divine  election — “The  act  of  God'a  holy 
will  in  selecting  His  methods,  ’instrument* 
and  timea.for  earn  in  if  out  hia  own  pur- 
posecs” — is  a fact  of  history  and  of  daily 
observation.  Thus  His  election  embaree* 
the  choice  of  rertain  men  for  certain  mis- 
sions in  the  world — i.  e.,  the  prophet*.  Cyrus, 
John  the  Baptist,  the  A|x»st)c*,  Luther  and 
“ad  infinitum.”  This  ap|H>ars  in  the  nat- 
ural endowments  of  men;  in  the  distribution 
of  those  advantages  that  minister  to  the 
strength  of  nations;  in  the  inferiority  of 
one  people  to  that  of  another.  These  are 
and  were  because  it  thus  pleased  the  I<onl. 

But  the  quest  ion  of  salvation-  personal 
and  individual  salvation,  or  personal  and  in- 
dividual damnation -the  Gospel  put*  it  to 
hinge  uprtn  human  freedom.  Human  free- 
dom ia  a fact  in  the  divine  economy  tio 
obvious  to  need  roof.  It  appear*  in 
the  utterances  of  Paul  hinuwlf;  it  is  carried 
on  in  the  entire  drift  of  the  Scriptures.  In 
the  Holy  Scripture*  man's  moral  choice  is 
asserted,  aminmed  and  appealed  to;  punish- 
ment is  clearly  shown  to  he  due  to  man  a 
own  obstinacy  and  disobedience  Damna- 
tion is  shown  to  lie  the  enuse  of  a failure 
on  our  part  to  believe  (Mk.  16,:16),  and  sal- 
vation or  eternal  life  the  result  of  our  ?x- 
ereising  faith — -(John  3:16,36);  But  if 
human  destiny  wen-  fixed  by  aji  unchange- 
able decree,  the  exhortations  to  come  to 
Christ;  thef caution*  against  moral  lapse; 
the  suggestions  that  because  of  such  moral 
lapse  we  often  loose  blessing  from  Him; 
These  would  assert  themselves  as  » stu- 
]>endous  force,  a collosal  and  cruel  satire. 
(W.  8.  N.  T.  Vincent). 

Now  should  this  article  evoke  replies,  I 
covet  but  one  thing,  and  that  is  that  such 
replies  not  consist  of  quoting  Scripture 
that  is  wholly  irrelevant  This  is  often  sse- 
riligious  because  such  is  an  effort  to  make 
Ibd  teach  what  he  does  not  teach*  All 
that  ia  necessary  is  to  give  the  passage  where 
the  text  and  context  teach  that  God  ha 
elei-ted  some  to  personal,  individual  and 
eternal  life,  and  the  remainder  to  personal, 
individual  and  eternal  death,  and  where 
such  a passage  ia  a true  translation  of  the 

original  Grt«k.
